California and Arizona 
Voters Repeal 


State Crew Laws 


In the November 3 election, vot- 
ers in California and Arizona passed 
initiative measures repealing anti- 
quated state laws requiring unneces- 
sary crewmen on freight trains. 

By so doing, citizens of the two 
states gave Southern Pacific and 
other railroads the green light to 
move ahead with modernizing 
freight train crews in line with the 
national pattern established by the 
Federal Arbitration Board set up by 
Congress and appointed by Presi- 
dent Kennedy. 

This national pattern, which can 
now be applied in California and 
Arizona, calls for the gradual elimi- 
nation of firemen from nearly all 
diesel yard and road freight loco- 
motives, with employe protection 
and attrition benefits, and provides 
for negotiation between individual 
railroads and brotherhoods on other 
aspects of crew consists. 

The Federal Arbitration Board 
award also includes employe pro- 
tection provisions which have been 
described as some of the most liberal 
ever granted in any industry. 

Repeal of Crew laws in California 
and Arizona also makes it possible 
to place into effect voluntary agree- 
ments reached earlier by Southern 
Pacific and the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen in the two states. 

“These agreements call for the grad- 


‘. mal elimination by attrition of third 


‘brakeman positions on freight trains, 
where ‘formerly required by: state 


law. Similar agreements are already 
in effect in Nevada and New Mexico. 

These agreements provide that 
every brakeman on SP’s rosters ‘in 
these states as of January 25, 1964 
may continue to exercise his senior- 
ity until he retires, resigns, dies or 
is discharged for cause. 

They also provide that third 
brakeman positions will continue to 
be filled as long as there are men 
covered by the agreements available 
to fill them. 

Commenting on the election re- 
sults in California and Arizona, W. 
D. Lamprecht, vice president—sys- 
tem operations, said, ‘‘Passage of the 
initiative measures was vital to our 
railroad and our customers in these 
states, in order that both may re- 
main competitive with other parts of 
the country in terms of transporta- 
tion costs and service and in terms 
of attracting new industries.” 


SP, BofRT Reach 
Oregon Agreement 


Southern Pacific and the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen reached 
an agreement on October 30 calling 
for the gradual elimination by attri- 
tion of third brakeman positions 
where now required by law on 
freight trains operating in Oregon. 
This agreement will become effec- 
tive at such time as the Oregon Full 
Crew Law may be amended or 
repealed. 

The agreement follows the gen- 
eral pattern of attrition agreements 
already negotiated for Southern Pa- 
cific, trainmen operating in Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Arizona and New 
Mexico. é

Piggyback offers the perishable 
shipper both the convenience of fast 
door-to-door freight service and the 
economy of the per-car rate. This 
rate sets forth a single charge for a 
flatear carrying two highway vans. 
Even the cost of refrigerating the 
load in transit is included in the one 
charge. 

Since the shipper is not being

charged by weight, it is to his ad- 
vantage to make full use of the cubic 
capacity of the trailers, loading as 
heavily as possible, consistent with 
highway weight limits. This saves 
him money by reducing his unit 
costs and at the same time heips 
bring about fuller utilization of rail- 
road and piggyback equipment. The 
per-car rate also makes for simpler 
bookkeeping, both for the railroad 


and the shipper. 

Another piggyback factor which 
is helping to attract perishable busi- 
ness back to the railroad is its flexi- 
bility at destination. The receiver of 
a piggyback shipment of lettuce — 
a wholesale grocery firm, for exam- 
ple — can haul the trailers to sev- 
eral stores, unloading cartons of 
lettuce and/or other produce at 
each, before returning the trailers 
to the carrier. 

If the firm has no trucking equip- 
ment of its own, PFE can now ar- 


range for single or multiple deliver- 
ies. Pacific Forwarding Express, a 
brand new division of PFE, has been 
set up to handle such arrangements 
in many of the metropolitan centers 
where Western produce is marketed. 

As an example, Pacific Forward- 
ing Express can arrange for deliver- 
jes via piggyback trailers within a 
310-mile radius of Chicago. 

The new service makes the piggy- 
backing of perishables even more 
convenient and will undoubtedly in- 
crease its popularity with patrons.

During Hurricane Hilda 


SP Evacuates 4,200 
To Inland Safety 


Devastating Hurricane Hilda, 
which hit the Louisiana bayou coun- 
try in early October, left 30 dead in 
its wake, plus property and crop 
damage estimated at $100 million. 

About 125,000 people were forced 
to evacuate low-lying areas ahead of 
the storm’s giant tides and 120- 
m.p.h. winds. Highways were 
jammed with those scurrying to 
inland safety. 

At the request of Civil Defense 
authorities, Southern Pacific oper- 


-ated two special boxcar trains, with 


a total of 99 cars, for people with no 
other means of escape. Some 4,200 
evacuees from Morgan City, Frank- 
lin and Baldwin, La. took advantage 
of :this free emergency transporta- 
tion,

After Almost a Century 


Rail Service 


Bi The town of Stayton, Oregon, 
missed by the railroad when the 
lines through the Willamette Valley 
were spiked down in the 1870s, fin- 
ally got its chance to celebrate the 
arrival of the Iron Horse on October 
15. 

On that day many of the town’s 
2,400 residents turned out to watch 
Governor Mark Hatfield, with an 
assist from Oregon Public Utility 
Commissioner Jonel C. Hill, drive 
the last spike marking the comple- 
tion of a new railroad to that com- 
munity. Joining the Governor for 
the ceremonies were A. W. Kilborn, 
superintendent of the Oregon Divi- 
sion, and E. C. Ordway, SP traffic 
manager. 

A joint venture of the Stayton 
Canning Co. Cooperative and the 
Southern Pacific, the new railroad 
runs three miles from SP’s Wood- 
burn-Springfield branch line and 
provides direct rail service to the 
cannery — Stayton’s -biggest “in- 
dustry. : 


‘The line was built by the cannery. ; 
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and will be operated and maintained 
by Southern Pacific. 

The cannery, covering 13 acres, 
was organized as a private venture 
by local businessmen in 1924, and 
four years later was formed into a 
cooperative. Since then it has grown 
from an annual volume of a few 
hundred dollars to become one of 
the most successful operations in the 
Willamette Valley. Its freight ship-

ments, of course, have expanded 
commensurately. 

Last year the Co-op had a sales 
volume of $11 million, employing 
more than 1200 people during the 
peak of the season. 

For many years the cannery. 
packed — as its name implies — 
wholly in cans, but within recent 
years it has switched heavily to 
frozen packaging. Now about 70% 
of its products are frozen. 

The crops — green beans, sweet 
corn, strawberries, carrots and rasp- 
berries — are grown in the fertile 
valley, within a 20-mile radius of the 
plant, and are delivered to the plant 
by the growers after harvest. They 
are processed as soon as possible to 


preserve the quality of the product. 


Previously, the finished products 
were trucked to the nearest SP rail- 
head at the West Stayton freight 
depot more than 4 miles west of the 


cannery, there to be picked up by 


the railroad, Now the train comes 
right to the loading dock of the can- 


vnery, thus eliminating truck hauls,

At the last spike ceremony last 
month, Governor Hatfield said that 
“Transportation is a vital part of 
our economic growth and the rail- 
roads have provided the kinds of 
service that have helped make this 
growth possible.”

Wins Carnegie Medal 


Jack Bolger, body mechanic for 
Pacific Motor Trucking Company at 
Oakland, has been awarded a silver 
Heroism Medal and $750 in cash 
from the Carnegie Hero Fund Com- 
mission, Pittsburgh, Pa., for his res- 
cue last January 11 of a fellow scuba 
diver from an attacking shark near 
the Farallon Islands, 30 miles north- 
west of San Francisco, 

The 25-foot great white shark, a 
man-killer with several rows of saw- 
like teeth, had slammed into John 
Rochette, a member of the SP 
Scuba Club, wounding him griev- 
ously in both legs. 

Bolger, safely on board the chart- 
ered boat, Salmon Queen, with other 
club members, unhesitantly dove 
into the choppy waters, and al- 
though not an expert swimmer, pad- 
died 325 feet to Rochette’s side, 
where the shark was poised for 
another strike. 

The shark moved toward the two 
men, but Rochette struck it with his 
spear gun and it veered away. Then 
Bolger, alternately pushing and 
towing the weakened Rochette, 
managed to get him back to the 
boat. And only after the youth was 
safely aboard did Bolger leave the 
water and the lurking shark, and 
come on board himself. 

Rochette was flown by helicopter 


_to the U. S. Public Health Service 


Hospital in-‘San Francisco where he 
was immediately operated-on. Al- 
though he ‘lost seven pints of blood 
during his ‘ordeal he recovered. 
Bolger, a combat veteran of

World War II, was one of 27 persons 
cited this year by the Carnegie Hero 
Fund Commission for acts of brav- 
ery. The Commission awarded only 
two of the coveted silver medals, one 
to Bolger, and one to a 16-year-old 
boy in Tampa, Florida, who saved 
a little girl from drowning.

McIntyre. Then it follows the “Ped- 
dler”, a daily local train, from its 
make-up at West Oakland Yard to 
its arrival at San Jose. Numerous 
rule applications are illustrated in 
the course of this trip, most of which 
takes place on the Niles Subdivision 
of the Western Division. 

In his introduction, McIntyre 
points out that operating rules are 
vitally important to the safety of 
skilled SP personnel, the Company's 
most valuable asset. “This is why SP 
has maintained a rules instruction 
car for many years and will con- 
tinue to schedule frequent visits of 
the car to all divisions.”

The individual safety award pro- 
gram, originally confined to front 
line railroaders, has been extended 
to include other Operating Depart- 
ment line employes who have long 
accident-free records. 

Now eligible for the gold or silver 
SP medallions are line officers, em- 
ployes in superintendents’ offices, 
train dispatchers, station employes, 
yard clerks, and mechanical shop 
and division administration em- 
ployes. 

Those already covered by the pro- 
gram include employes involved in 
the actual physical operation of 
trains, the maintenance of the road- 
bed and the repair of rolling stock. 

Silver emblems are presented to 
those who have from five to ten 
years of accident-free service; gold 
emblems to those with from 15 to 20 
years; gold emblems with one ruby 
to those with 25; gold with two 
rubies to those with 30 years; and 
gold with three rubies to those with 
85 years. Employes who work 40 
years without an accident: receive 
gold emblems. with one : diamond; 
those with 45 years or more, gold 
with two diamonds:
